In a recent lecture Prof. William 
Lyon Phelps, whose series of ar­ 
ticles, Human Nature In tne Bible, 
is now appearing In the Home Jour­ 
nal, entertainingly told his audi­ 
ence about the "he Bible" and the 
"she Bible." It seems that when 
the first English Bible was being 
published, after the King James 
translation in 1611, a typographi­ 
cal error crept Into a verse of the 
third chapter of Ruth, verse 15, 
so that it read, "and he went into 
the city." Quite a number of cop­ 
ies of the ponderous volume had 
been issued before the error was 
discovered and the missing "s" pre­ 
fixed to make "he" into "she." 
Compartively few of the first edi­ 
tion Bibles are now In existence, 
for most of them were chained in 
the churches and literally read to 
shreds. Of those that are left, the 
"he Bibles" are naturally in greater 
demand by collectors, for, as Pro­ 
fessor Phelps characteristically 
pointed out, "The he Bible is more 
valuable, though less accurate, than 
the she Bible." Now Professor 
Phelps points out that the author­ 
ized version Invariably reads "she," 
whereas the revised version reads "he."
